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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

L Claims 1-3, 6, 9-12, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bork, US. 

Pat. No. 6,255,8001 (previuosfy cited), 

2, Claims 1-2,6 and 9-12, Bork taches a wireless unit comprising [title, abstract. Fig, 11]; 

a wireless mouse [Bork teaches the wireless device 50 of Fig. 13 could be a computer system, 
PDA, keyboard, or a mouse, see col 5, lines 60-64, col 7, line 51 thru col 8, line 76]; 

a rechargeable secondary battery cell included in the wireless mouse [abstract]; and 

a receiver to receive the signals transmitted from the wireless mouse [RF tranceiver 44 of 
Fig. 11\ the receiver comprising a conector detachably electrically connected to and powered by a 
computer via a cable [cable 12 of Fig, 11] and an A/C terminal detachably electrically connected to 
and powerd by an A/C adapter [see adapter 26 of Fig. 11\ 

wherein the rechargable secondary battery cell is configured to be chargable by the connector 
and the A/C terminal [see Fig, 11 and Fig, 25, col 8, lines 41-57]. 
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3. Claim 3, Bork taches USB connectors, USB microcontroller, a battary charger [Fig. 11\ 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bork, US. Pat. 
No. 6,255,8001 in view of Glaser, US. Pat. No. 6,392,671. 

6. Claims 7 and 8, Bork fails to teach the wireless mouse being provided with a solar battery cell 
being electrically connected in parallel to the secondary battery cell. 

Glaser teaches a wireless mouse that includes a solar pannel. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the teachings of Bork to include a solar battery cell, because utilizing a solar cell for 
recharging the secondary battery eliminates the need for an external charging source. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
7. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
